Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Spe- 
clal.]—The fate of the soldiers’ bonus 
bill is in the hands of President Har- | 
ding at last. | 
By a vote of 36 to 17 the senate to- | 
day ratified the conference report on| 
the bonus. The house having already 
taken similar action, the measure will 
be sent to the White House as soon as 
the formality of signing it is com- 
pleted by the speaker and the presid- 
ing officer of the senate tomorrow. | 
It is expected that President Harding | 
will veto or sign the measure promptly ee 
in order to enable congress to take a, 
recess as soon as possible. | 
The size of the majority in favor of | 
the bill caused hopes of the pro-bonus 
forces to revive somewhat. The ma- 

jority was more than two to one.

Watson for Bonus. 

One of the surprises of the vote was 
the switch of Senator Watson, who 
previously voted against it, to the pro- 
bonus side, The absentees, however, 
were nearly as nu#merous as those pres- 
ent today, and it was pointed out that 
under “pairings” arrangements al- 
ready made it was not likely that a 
two-thirds vote would be mustered to 
pass it over the President’s veto. 

Senator McCumber, chairman of the 
finance committee and chief sponsor 
of the bonus in the senate, appealed to 
all friends of the bonus to be on hand 
in case the President does veto the 
measure. He declared that if all the 
supporters of the bonus would stay on 
the job there would be an excellent 
chance of passing it over the Presi- 
dent’s veto. He pointed out that the 
measure had passed both houses by 
more than a two-thirds vote. 


Don’t Know About Veto. 

Senator Harrison asked Senator Mc- 
Cumber point blank whether President 
Harding would veto the bonus. §Sen- 
ator McCumber said he had no posi- 
tive information on that subject. He 
had received reports both ways, he 
told Mr. Harrison.

order, was raised*by Assistant Attor- 
ney General Blackburn Esterline yes- 
terday. An affidavit was presented in 
which remarks attributed to Mr. Jewell 
and published Sept. 4, three days after 
the order went into effect, were print- 
ed. In this statement Mr. Jewell mere- 
ly commented upon the state of the 
strike as it existed then. 


The government admitted that it 
was not known whether the statements 
were made prior to or subsequent to 
the restraining order. Judge Wilker- 
son said it was a grave matter and 
should be investigated. 


Affidavits Show Less Violence. 


Affidavits were submitted from 
George B. Vilas, general superintend- 
ent of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railroad, and other executives, declar- 
ing that since the restraining order 
was issued acts of violence, intimida- 
tion and interference with employés 
of the railroads had been reduced to a 
minimum. ' 

The last exhibit presented by the 
government was No. 607, comprising 
217 affidavits showing interference 
with employés and with equipment on 
the Chicago & Nerthwestern in Wis- 
consin. More than 2,000 similar affi- 
davits were presented, showing vio- 
lence and interference in every car 
shop district in the country. The de- 
fense will attack these affidavits as 
exaggerated and not evidence against 
the defendants or the shopmen. 


Argument of Defense. 


“Many of these affidavits tend to 
show that engines were damaged and 
wrecks narrowly averted and that the 
lives of union engineers and firemen 
were endangered by the acts ef union 
shop strikers,” said Attorney Frank 
L. Mulholland of the defense. “If this 
is true, do you suppose the engineer 
and firemen brotherhoods would have 
attorneys here helping the shopmen 
who conspired to murder them? It 
stands to reason that there was no 
conspiracy among the shopmen to in- 
jure other union men; that this was 
the work of others. But there is a 
difference between a disabled engine 
that cannot move out of the yards and 
fixing things so that an engine will 
be wrecked.”

PROOF OF ABILITY TO PAY 
THE BONUS. 


The total cost of the recent coal strike to this 
country, including loss of wages to miners, over- 
Kead expense in idle mines, additional freight rates 
for long hauls from union fields, etc., has been 
estimated at $1,100,000,000. The public will pay 


that loss at least ence and probably three or four 
times if the coal operators can keep sufficient pres- 
sure upon us to allow of such extortion. Say it 
costs.us altogether $2, wo, 000,000. 

That is approximately one-half of the estimated 
cost of the proposed soldiérs’ bonus, We will pro- 
test the bill. To many it will be a hardship. But 
we can and shall pay it and survive. The $2,000,- 
000,000 will .come out of the public’s pocket within 
a year, or perhaps within seven months. And our 
resources are sufficient to stand it and prosper, 
however much we may dislike it, and however un- 


e i Just it may be. 


Payment of the soldiers’ bonus, on the other 
hand, is to ppt over a period of twenty years. 
In the one @ we have an extortion of $2,000,000,- 
000 to be met in one year and in the other a just 
debt of $4,000,000,000 to be met over twenty years. 
‘And each is to be paid by the public out of the 
business resources of this country. And yet op- 
ponents of the bonus tell us that the country can- 


not expect to pay that debt and retain its pros-} 


perity. “ 

Could anything be more absurd? There can 
remain no doubt that a country which can submit 
to an extortion of $2,000,000,000 at the hands of 
coal men in one year can afford to pay a just obli- 
gation Sf°$4,000,000,000 to its soldiers over a period 
of twenty years. President Harding should sign

Assistant City Engineer Charles F. Healey is hot 
under the collar. He resents criticism of the man- 
ner in which the Madison street bridge is coming 
along, or not coming along. It is true, he says, 
that the Wells street bridge, when the new bridge 
took the place of the old one, was closed to elevated 
traffic for less than thirty hours, but that the lower 
level, used by pedestrians and general traffic, was 
tied up for ninety days. That’s the point. 

We have no doubt that Mr. Healey is a good 
engineer and we do not want him to be mad. It 
probably would not do him any good ‘to get mad, 
even if he had been mad at the Madison street 
bridge for the last two years. 

If Mr. Healey were working for’ Samuel Insull 
and had to send elevated trains across this bridge 
within thirty hours from the time the old one was 
closed we imagine they’d be running. In the case 
. of Wells street the Northwestern elevated got what 
it needed in less than two days, but the city, taking 
eare of the public level of the bridge, dragged the 

thing along three months. The difference is in the 
systems. It is not in the engineers. One system 
knows how to do a thing. The other system knows 
how not to do it. When the’ Chicago and North- 
western railroad needed speed to avoid prolonged 
interrupti@® of traffic at the Kinzie street bridge 
it got action in short order. 


HOW SHOPMEN HAVE ve 
THEIR OWN PAY. 


While some railroads and the shopmen’s unions 
are still at odds, and still negotiating more or less 
directly for settlement, the question of restrictive 
shop rules is again brought quite properly to the 
front. Proper revision of these. rules, according to 
one western railroad president, should allow an 
increase of approxitnately 10 per cent in shopmen’s 
pay, or virtually wipe out the railroad board's 
latest reductions, “without loss to the roads and 
without loss to the individual workman. 

The rules, numbering 186, were adopted in war 
time, taken over by the private management when 
the railroad board began to function, abrogated by 
the board more than a year. ago, but are still in use 


/ \ by roads which hav® not reached separate agree- 


ments because no new rules have been drawn up.

THE WATSEKA KILLING. 
Evidence obtainable in the Watseka killing in- 
dicates an attempt to cover a-crime. Circum- 
Stances reported by one_of the survivors do not 
support the coroner’s jury verdict and should be 
subjected to an investigation free from suspicion 
of local. partisanship, There is enough admitted 
to point the need for such inquiry. The son of 
the sheriff is made a deputy by his father and 
carries a gun. Getting into a quarrel] with touring 
students over road rights, he clubs two and one 
of these is shot with the deputy’s pistol “ when he 
threw up his arms to protect himself.” 

This deputy sheriff says it was accident. It was 
an accident not easy to explain, but the local jury 
promptly accepted the explanation. The father 
of the slain boy is not so easily satisfied. He asks 
for a fair inquiry and for prosécution if evidence 
warrants, and he should get them, not a whitewash. 

There is too much shooting, toa much guntoting, 
too many excuses for violence. The sheriff of 
Watseka may need the services of his son as an 
armed deputy, but the office of deptity sheriff does 
not authorize its holder to club and shoot citizens 
with whom he may fall out on the highroad. Per- 
haps the students were wrong in their use of the 
road, but clubbirrg and shooting are not legitimate 
methods of discipline in such cases. Nor should 
local partisanship and pull divert justice.

WORKING FOR UNCLE SAM. 


While we are hearing much about the living 
wage in private industry, we might give ear to the 
plea of men who work for us all in government

ly. to correct the injustice in the form of a Dill is 
now hanging fire in the senate. 

It is asserted by the Federal Employés associa- 
tion that 60,000 persons are not receiving a living 
wage. Waiving that debatable term, we know 
that wages or salaries in government service have 
not kept pace with the increased cost of living, and 
ten or twelve rates of pay are maintained for similar 
service. As a result of underpay and lack of ad- 
vancement there is said to be a 40 per cent turn- 
over in government employment, a constant check 
upon efficiency and an avoidable waste. 

The Sterling-Ehbach bill reclassifies the service 
and will rectify some of the worst injustices in 
present conditfons. It has been indorsed by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, the National 
Civil Service Reform league, the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, and othér organizations, 
and, we think, ought not to be lost in the last min- 
ute rush of the congressional session.

The bacillus acidophilus lives normally 
in the human intestine, and is well able 
to take.care of itself when swallowed by 
the human animal. A good many reports 
of cases benefited by acidophilus are 
being reported. 

Some of these are cases of chronic con- 
stipation and others of diarrhea. The 
cases of diarrhea are those not due to 
amoeba, intestinal parasites or tuber- 
cular or other ulcers, but are cases 
which appear to, be due to faults in di- 
gestion or assimilation. The cases of 
chronic constipation that were cured did 
not change their diet or their eating 
habits in any way. 

The best method of giving bacillus 
acidophilus is in milk. A pint of skim 
milk, to which the bacillus acidophilus 
has been added, is given during the aft- 
ernoon, and a similar dose is given at 
bedtime. 

About five ounces of lactose or milk 
sugar is given with each dose. The bet- 
ter plan is to keep the milk at 95 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for twenty hours after 
the addition of the bacillus before using 
it.. Whole milk can be used, but skim 
milk appears to be better.

Bassler and Lez say there is no ques- 
tion as to the clinical benefits of using 
this method in just the right kinds of 
bowel troubles, but they say nothing is 
gained by giving acidophilus—or milk 
sugar. ' 

They give the lactose in the dose indi- 
cated above, This, they say, feeds the 
bacteria far down the line and keeps the 
intestinal contents mildly acid. Under 
these circumstances, they say, the acido- 
philus bacilli present will grow in num- 
bers so great that in compariso— those 
fed in a quart of milk, as outlined above, 
are of no consequence. 

Their theory is—give the acidophilus 
bacillus present the proper kind of food,

IS AMERICA’S SEA POWER IN 
DANGER? 

New York, Sept. 12.—The accounts that 
reach me from my correspondents in the 
east indicate very painly that Germany 
is making prodigious efforts to wrest from 
America the position of second place she 
now holds as a sea power. That is a 
laudable enough ambition, but it is one 
that all true Americans will regard with 
anything but delight. 

The differences in attitude as hetween 
the United States and Germany are, first, 
that Germany pretends to be poor, while 
she is really the most prosperous of Eu- 
ropean nations; but America makes no 
secret of her prosperity. Second, that 
the government and the people of Ger- 
many stand united behind the efforts be- 
ing made increase their sea power; 
whereas thé United States government 
and the majority of the people seem 
to be moré or less apathetic. Almost 
the only interest being shown is by people 
who are regarded as cranks. 

Poor Germany cannot pay her repara- 
tions bill, but she can spend more than 
the reparations bill demands in beer and 
wine, and several] times as much in build- 
ing new ships as the rich United States. 
Her agents are active in every port of 
the world cutting down freight rates in 
order to take business away from other 
nations. Today Germany has twice as 
many ships at sea as she had a year ago. 
It is another illustration of the fabled 
raee between the hare and the tortoise. 
America is an undisguised but sleepy 
hare, while Germany is another hare, 
disguised as a tortoise to deceive a 
sleepy. world.

Plot to Block “Exam” 
Case Is Bared. | 


All records of criminal cases soon to 
come to trial are being closely guarded 
in the vaults of State’s Attorney 
Crowe's offices following the offer of 
$2,000 as a bribe to an assistant to turn 
over evidence against W. H. H. Miller, 
former member of Gov. Small’s cabinet. 
Miller is under indictment for alleged 
traffic in questions to be used in state 
examinations for physicians’ licenses 
while he was director of the depart- 
ment of registration and education. 

Sudden activities of employés in Mr. 
Crowe’s offices yesterday in placing in 
vaults all documents, no matter how 
trivial, having a bearing on approach- 
ing trials, led to admissions by the 
state’s attorney that the $2,000 bribe 
had been offered. 

As soon as the information was re- 
ceived that a theft of evidence in As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Samuel Hamil- 
ton’s desk was being planned a hasty 
search of the desk was made in the 
fear that it had already been stolen, 
but everything was found intact. Mr. 
Hamilton has charge of the Miller 
prosecution. 


Investigator Gets Offer. 

An investigator on Mr. Crowe’s staff 
received the bribe offer, the state’s at- 
torney asserted. 

“A man whose name I must keep 
secret reported to me the request that 
he steal the Miller evidence,” said Mr. 
Crowe. “This investigator was told 
that all the vital evidence was in As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Hamilton’s 
desk and that it would be an easy mat- 
ter for him to obtain it. He was to get 
$2,000 for his trouble.” 

*“ Have you the name of the would- 
be briber?” Mr. Crowe was asked. 

“Yes, I have the whole story, but 
cannot make the name public just 
now; I am deliberating on action in 
the matter,” was the reply. 

“Is he a doctor?” 

“TI am told he calls himself such, 
but is not a recognized physician.” 

Charge Against Miller. 

That candidates for doctors’ licenses 
were given the questions to be asked 
them in advance, is the charge made 
against Miller. Various prices were 
charged for the questions, it is alleged. 

Miller sought to have the indictment 
quashed on the ground that the alleged 
acts did not constitute acrime. Later 
it was found his case had been as- 
signed to Judge Harry B. Miller, also 
an appointee of Goy. Small. Judge 
Kickham Scanlan, then chief justice, 
found an irregularity in the assign- 
ment and took the case himself. 

The trial will open in the near fu- 
ture, Mr. Crowe said last night. After 
his indictment, Miller's resignation 
was demanded and received by the 
governor.

TO FRANCIS’ PLEA 
FOR MORE MONEY 


Plans of Commissioner of Public 
Works Charles R. Francis to spend 
for street repair work this year $2560,- 
000 more than was authorized by the 
city council, incidentally furnishing 
hundreds of jobs to be filled on orders 
of Thompson organization leaders, 
went awry yesterday when the city 
law department ruled the proposal il. 
legal. 

The aldermen appropriated $2,250.- 
000. the estimated revenue from vehi- 
tle taxes, for street repairs. As in 
years past, Mr. Francis found that the 
sum appropriated by the aldermen was 
insufficient to pay for the work or- 
dered by the council and “for other 
necessary repairs.” 

The commissioner learned that the 
revenue from city automobile licenses 
this year is greater than ever before. 


In the firat eight months of the year 
$2,436,061 was collected—$185,061 more 
than the council appropriated: It 
seemed undesirable to Mr, Francis to 
permit this sum and $76,000 more 
which, it is estimated, will be collected 
before the end of the year, to remain 
unspent in the city treasury. 

Therefore the commissioner called 
upon the law department to find a way 
to use the money in employing lia- 
borers, pavers, cement finishers, tamp- 
ers and other workmen, invariably 
named by “ the organization.” 

The law department, however, could 
find no way to “go alorfg with” Mr. 
Francis. It was pointed out that the 
state law strictly forbids officials to 
spend more money than is appropriat- 
ed and that after the first six months 
the aldermen cannot make supple- 
mental appropriations either from mis- 
cellaneous receipts or tax revenues. 

The following tabulation, giving the 
amounts which have been appropri- 
ated from the vehicle tax fund in the 
last four years, shows that the amount 
spent by the city administration for 
street repairs has more than doubled 
in the period: 

$1,088,350 | 1921 
1 424,000 | 1922 

To the last mentioned figure Mr. 
Francis sought to add another quarter 
of a million dollars, which would have 
made the 1922 total $2,500,000,

Last week reports came from New York 
regarding a plan of reorganization of 
the Pullman company, whereby the car 
building and sleeping car operations 
would be segregated. The rumor went 
so far as to state that one share of stock 
in each of: the new companies would be 
given for @ share of existing Pullman 
stock and that the stock of both new 
companies would start paying dividends 
of $4.00 a year. 

John J. Mitchell, a director of the 
Pullman company and chairman of the 
Illinois merchants banking group of Chi- 
cago, stated yesterday that no plan for 
a segregation of the Pullman company's 
operations is pending at present. It is 
likely some such plan eventually will be

Recapitalization plans of several cor- 
porations were, announced yesterday. 
Stockholders of the New York Air Brake 
company voted to authorize 100,000 shares 
of class A preferred stock and 300,000 
shares of common stock, both non-par. 
The present 100,000 shares of stock will 


- be exchanged for 200,000 shares of new 


common and stockholders may subscribe 
at $50 a share to new preferred stock 
until Oct. 16. The remaining ~ 100,000 
shares of new common stock will be re- 
served for conversion of class A stock. 
The latter is entitled to cumulative divi- 
dends at the rate of $4 annually and 
shares equally with the common in addi- 
tional dividends after payment of $4 a 
year on the common stock. 

A special meeting of stockholders of 
the Diamond Match company will be 
held Oct. 26 to v@&e on increasing the 
authorized capital stock from $18,000,000 
to $25,000,000. For the first half of this 
year net profits, after all charges, were
